THE TOTAL EXTERNAL TRADE 
1 of Canada for 1936 amounted in value 
to a little more than $1,663.000.000—prac¬

Bank Deposit* and Their Kale of

"If tha volume of bank deposits 
were an accurate measure of bualnea* 
activity, the present situation could 
per hap* be described a* favorable. Un¬ 
fortunately it i* not, for the rate at 
which deposit* turn over la just as 
important a* their total money value. 
At the present time, deposits are not 
being used as rapidly a* in prosperous 
years. During November last, they 
turned over i 52 time*, whereas In 
November of 1027, 1020 and 1920 th* 
rate* of turnover were 2 02. 1 99 and 
I SA time*, respectively. It become* 


” Easy money' ha* had other im- 
portent effect*. Owing to the low 
return* on high-grade bands and on 
bank deposit*, many investors have 
turned toward* the stock market. In 
thle way cheap money overflowing 
from the bond market, has been an 
Important factor In raising the level 
of stock prices. This development can¬ 
not be regarded as entirely favorable, 
for it ha* led to much anticipation of 
future earnings and ha* Increased the 
danger of over-eapanaion. 

“As we are well aware, “easy money' 
ha* not been a phenomenon peculiar 
to Canada. It must be admitted. In¬ 
deed. that the pursuance of such a 
policy in this country has been made 
practicable because of the fact that 
conditions of ‘easy money' bare ruled 
in the United States and Orest Brit¬ 
ain. The course of financial events in 
these two nation* la therefore of more 
than passing Interest to Canadians." 

The Pressure of Cheap funds 
In the I nlted Mate* 

"In no country ha* the pressure of 
'easy money' been earned farther than 
In the United Bute*. Through security 

e urchaae* by the Reserve Banks and 
a rough an unprecedented Inflow of 
gold, the cash reserves of the banking 
system were raised to a level twice 
as large as that required by law.

The Immediate Outlook for Businnr 

"The immediate outlook for busi¬ 
ness, both domestic and export, la 
favorable to continued improvement, 
provided that peace is maintained. 
Perhaps the most heartening develop¬ 
ment of the past year has been the 
notable acceleration of recovery in the 
United States. While the problems of 
our great neighbor are by no means 
•olved. there l* every reason to believe 
that the upward movement la gather¬ 
ing a momentum which, barring un- 
* development#, will carry 

business forward for some time to 
coma. In addition, present indica¬ 
tions point to the maintenance of 
active condition* m the business of 
our other great customer, the United 
Kingdom. Wc pave good reason, there¬ 
fore, to look forward to further in- 
crvaeea in export trade. 

"Another encouraging development 
outside the borders of Canada has 
been the devaluation of the French 
franc and the other 'gold bloc' cur¬ 
rencies In co-operation wltb the Oov. 
ernment* of Orest Britain and the 
United fits tee." Mr. McLeod made the 
point that devaluation should assist 
recovery m the "gold bloc" countries 
with favorable effects upon thejr 
trade, both export and import. He 
added that the monetary co-operation 
held hope for more stable exchange 
rates which, if maintained, would 
"provide a basis upon which construc¬ 
tive action may more readily be taken 
towards the reduction of other trade 
barrier* and towards a revival of 
foreign Investment."

Bank of Nova Beotia, addressing the 
205th Annual Meeting of the share¬ 
holders at Halifax. NB.. on the 27th 
Instant reviewed the further reoovery 
of the past year. He eta ted that the 


j aary Is agriculture Despite the revival 
j that has already occurred—and it has j 
I been substantial—total farm Income ' 

IS Still depressed, particularly in the foreseen 
j Prairie Province*. The net aggregate 
I income of farmer* during the ph*t 
year was about 40 per cent below the 
average of the five years. 1025 to 1020 . 

If allowance la made for th* lower 
‘ costa of the good* which the farmer j 
bujra. it appears that the purchasing 
power of the agricultural population 1 
as a whole was some 20 per cent below , 
th* levels of those prosperous years. 1 

"In the Prairie Provinces, the loss 
of income has been more severe, for j 
wheat ha* played the greatest part in 
the reduction of agricultural revenue. 1 
Although wheat price, have been ris- j 
ing. returns have been restricted by 
the exceptionally small crops of the 
past four seasons. Moreover, income 
Irom wheat has been very unevenly 1 
distributed, owing to the continuance 
of severe drought over large areas of 
the southern and central Prairie*. , 

"Apart from wheat, the position o( 
agriculture Is on the whole encourag¬ 
ing, Dairy output has been steadily 
expanding In nearly every Province 
In response to a good market In Orest , 

Britain, more attention is being paid 
to hog raising, while the resumption 
of cattle sales to the United State* has 
assisted Canadian producer*. Fruit* 
and vegetables have been grown in j 
larger quantities. One of the most ; 
favorable aspects of the picture is the I 
clearly marked tendency toward 
greater diversification in northern 
and central aectiona of tha West. 

' Returning to wheat, our excessive 
surplus la being rapidly liquidated. 11 j 
now appear* that the carryover will j 
be reduced to email proportions by 
the close of the crop season on July j 
SI. The current price of around 01 25 
per bushel gives much cause for satis- | 
faction.” 

But as Mr McLeod pointed out: . 

"The practical elimination of surplua 
wheat stocks Is th* direct result of 
below-average crops for the world as 
a whole during three successive years. 

The fact Is that the recent advance in i 
wheat prices la a reflection of reduced J 
supplies rather than of increased de¬ 
mand. Na t i on a lis tic tendencies, to*-) 
teeed by pailtleal tear*, have for years ' 
past been reflected in protection and j 
active encouragement of agriculture 1 
In the importing countries of Europe 
These policies have been effective jn 
lessening the dependence of such na¬ 
tion* upon imported wheat. If the 
tendencies toward economic aelf-sufft- 
clency are not reversed, on* cannot 
hefp but feel that on* or two better- 
than-average crop* in the chief e»- 
portlng countries might have unfor¬ 
tunate market consequence# and 
might finally involve the accumula¬ 
tion of new surplus stocks. 

"While I say this. I still feel that 
a large crop In the Prairies la emin¬ 
ently desirable, it would do more than 
anything else to stimulate Canadian 
business. To avoid the recurrence of 
a wheat surplus, this country must 
seek vigorously to develop n»w mar¬ 
kets . . Every effort should be 
directed towards keeping down the 
cost of production so that the far-1 
mer a net Income may be well sus¬ 
tained while at the saitM time per¬ 
mitting the continuous r le of Cana¬ 
dian wheat on the world market In 
this regard. It Is noteworthy that the

The Persistence ef "Rasy Money" 
Conditions 

"Additional purchases of securities 
by the banka, insurance companies 
and other investors have been ac¬ 
companied by a further reduction in 


the yields on high-grade bonds. Tha 
rate on Treasury Bills, though some¬ 
what higher than the record low 
point reached this summer, la sub¬ 
stantially lower than was the case a 
year ago. while yields on long-term 
obligations have also fallen consider¬ 
ably At the present time.

Co-operating with the employment 
agency of the British Columbia 
Loggers' Association, the British Co¬ 
lumbia Department of Labor Is en¬ 
deavoring to work out a plan for 
hiring loggers on Vanoouver Island 
without the necessity of them going 
to Vancouver to register. Hon. George 
8. Pearson. Minister of Labor, said 
today. 

For several years, the association's 
agency has handled a large part of 
loafing employment through an office 
In Vancouver. This Involved the reg¬ 
istration of men in Vanoouver. where 
a list of their qualifications was kept 
with an efficient system for distri¬ 
buting men as they are required. 

Working through relief investigators 
and government agenU. who also 
-SCTYe as employment qnO»U, Ah* labor 
department, said Mr. Pearson, la en¬ 
deavoring to facilitate the registration.

African natives carrying elephant 
tusks. 

A herd of 200 elephants in a large 
one. but It la by no means the largest 
seen in modern times. Sometimes a 
herd of more than a thousand ele¬ 
phants le reported on the march. It 
la a mistake to think that African 
elephant# are near the point ol dying 
out. They have been killed In great 
numbers, to be sure, but In most 
parts they are protected by law. aud 
hunters art not allowed to shoot 
very many of them. In some section# 
government official* state Up num¬ 
ber of elephants has grown In laid 
year*. 

One law long in force In British 
East Africa la that no tusk with a 
weight of teaa than thirty pounds 
can bo sold for export. This does 
much to wvu the live* of the younger 
male* *Ad of females.. .Female Afri¬ 
can elephant* have tusk*, hut not 
nearly such larga ones as the false 

A custom in Tanganyika is to cut 
off the tall of a slain elephant, and 


to leave the body on the ground 
until the hunters and others can 
come back to take away the tuakx 
and akin. One day a hunter shot an 
elephant, cut off the tall, and went 
away. When he returned, there was 
no sign of the elephant's body; 

What must have happened was that 
the big beset was only stunned wbea 
the bullet struck his head. Later an 
elephant was reported to be knocking 
over-native huts, and this brought a 
' game scout' of the British govern 
ment to th* scene. He tracked and 
shot the elephant, and found it bad 
Just the bar# stump of a tad. This 
was very likely the same animal which 
had got up and walked away after be¬ 
ing shot by the hunter. One af its 
tusks weighted 119 pounds, and the 
other 12$ pounds. 

Those were large tusks, but larger 
ones have been found. The heaviest 
on record seems to be one obtain'd 
near Mt. Kilimanjaro. Tanganyika. It 
was found to measure ten feet end 
four inches in length, and to welgn 
236 pounds. It may now be seen In 
the British museum. Another very 
large tusk, owned by a British army 
officer, docs not weigh so much, but 
It is longer. It measures eleven feet 
and five Inches along the outside 
curve. 

The tusks of alephanu supply the 
Ivory of commerce. The market price 
usually has been from 92 to $4 per 
pound, ivory has been used for piano 
keys, billiard balls and other objects. 
In former day* It was the common 
thing to make piano keys out of Ivory, 
but nowadays many pianos have keys 
made from celluloid or some other 
substance which look* like ivory. .
